MRS. STANFORD PLEADS. 


Atty.-Gen. Olney Promises to Have 
the Suit Expedited. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Mrs. Leland 
Stanford arrived in Washington today 
from California and had an interview with 
Atty.-Gen. Olney regarding the govern- 
ment suit gaainst her late husband's 
estate. . She was particularly anxious to 
have the suit expedited as rapidly as pos- 
sible. Atty-Gen. Olney assured her that 
he would give the necessary instructions 
to the United States Attorney at San 
Francisco. 

On account of the bonds issued by. the 
government to the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company and accrued interest thereon, 
there will soon become due the govern- 
ment about $60,000,000. Under the laws 
of California each stotkholder of the cor- 
poration is individually liable for his pro- 
portion of*its debts. The Stanford estate 
owns about a quarter, or $15,000,000 of 
Central Pacific stock, hence it is alleged 
its liability is to that amount. The suit 
was brought in anticipation of the failure 
of stockholders to meet this obligation. It 
is thought that the suit may be brought 
up in the United States Supreme Court 
for hearing at the next October term. 


The Tennessee Contest. 


NASHVILLE (Tenn.,) May 1.--The 
reading of the minority report was con- 
cluded soon after the reassembling today 
of the joint session to consider the con- 
test for the Governorship. The motion to 
adopt the minority report which favors 
seating Turney (Dem.) was followed by 
one to substitute and adopt the minority 
report in favor of Evans (Rep.)

A Fearful Cyclone in 
Kansas, 


Six People Reported Killed 
Outright. 


A Strip of Country Twenty Miles 
Long Southwest of Halstead 


Dead Horse Hogs and Chick- 
ens Scattered Everywhere— 
Several Persons More or 
Less Injured. 


Associated Presa Leased-wiré Service. 

WICHITA Kan) May 1.—A special from 
Halstead, Kan., says that at 4:30 o'clock 
this afternoon a fearful cyclone devastated 
a strip of country several hundred yards 
wide and at leagt twenty miles in length, 
killing six persons outright and seriously 
injuring several others, while many have 
received slight injuries. 

The cyclone first struck the house of 
Mrs. Fry, a widow who lived about 
nine miles southwest of Halstead, com- 
pletely destroying it, but.only slightly in- 
juring Mrs. Fry. It next> picked up the 
house of John Sultz and scattered it in 
every direction. The fine two-story house 
of Joseph Weir, which had only recently 
been built at a cost of over $2000, was en- 
tirely swept away, killing Mrs. Weir, 
Grace Weir, aged 8; Merman Weir, aged 
5, and a five-weeks-old baby. Weir left 
the house, and when the cyclone struck 
he was about fifty yards away and clung 
to a tree. He received injuries which may 
prove fatal. 

Joseph Weir, Jr., and his sister Maud 
were the only ones in the family who 
took to the cellar, escaping with only 
slight bruises. The next bouse in the path 
of the storm was that of James Arm- 
strong, which was completely wiped from 
the face of the earth and Armstrong was 
killed, Mrs. Armstrong probably fatally 
injured and Grandma Chapin, who was 
sick in bed, was killed. 

About 100 yards from this house, the 
large two-story residence of B. E. Frizzel 
was picked up, as was also a large two- 
story house of J. R. Frizzel across the 
read, and both, together with all the out- 
buildings, were completely swept away. 
The families of both the Prizzels escaped 
injury Mrs. J. R. i 
considerably bruised about head: The 
next place visited was the home of Capt. 
William White, which was only partiaily 
destroyed. Across the road from White's 
the house of Cyrus Hillston. was carried 
away, and Mrs. Hillston received injuries, 
but she is not considered seriously hurt. 

Spencer Rosse house was in the line 
of che torvado and was carried away, a3 
was the home of A. 8. Powell, at which 
place Miss Daley Neff and Mra. ay © 
Commons were considerably injured. In 
the Hege district, school bad just been dis- 
missed and through Hege’s foresight the 
children were hurried out of the path of

the storm, along with his family. Had 
they mot so been taken care of there 
would have been great loss of kfe. The 


fury of the storm seems to have done its 
worst about five miles west of Hlualsiead, 
where all six of the persons were killed 
near the Frizzel home. Dead horses, e- 
tle and hogs and chickens are scattered 
all over the wheatfields. * 

Those who first saw the fearful disaster 
coming say that it made very slow prog- 
ress, traveling rm) faster than 
could run, but it seemed to waver first 
in one direction, then in angther. Had i 
not been so, the Weir family could Gave 
gone to the orchard east of the house, 
where they would have escaped. 

The cyclone could be plainly seen kreten 
the town and the Santa Fe passenger 
train No. 5 waited in the Halstead yards 
until it crossed the track. It blew down 
several telegraph poles in its wild career 
across the country. As far as heard from, 
covering a distance of eighteen miles 
across the country from southwest to 
northeast, twenty residences, nearly all 
of them large ones, were completely de- 
stroyed. The loss will be mot less man 
$200,000, besides the six deaths and the 
injured, two or three of whom will prob- 
ably die. 

Physicians from Halstead went to the 
relief of the injured, and lecal assistance 
is being given to the suffering families. 
Everybody in the track of the storm lost 
everything and relief will probably thave 
to be called for, although only as a last 

LATER.—Miss Daisy Neff, aged about 
16, has since died from her injuries. 

The storm crossed the Santa Fe railroad 
about three miles west of Halstead. The 
engineer of a west-bound through Pacific 
express saw the twisting tornado coming 
from the south and stopped hie train and 
This prompt action prevented 
a wreck, for the train would have cer- 
tainly struck the storm had it proceeded. 
The pathway is strewn with the wreckage 
of houses, barns and outbuildings, among 
which are the dead carcaeses of hundreds 
of horses, cattle and swine. Orchards 
were ruined, trees torn up by their roots 
or stripped of their foliage. In the line of 
the cyclone telegraph-poles and wires were 
broken and twisted in every shape imagin- 
able, rendering telegraphic communica- 
tion almost impossible. 

The storm lifted about three miles north- 
east of Burrton, and no further damage 
was done, although pieces of timber, 
clothing and other signe of the wreck can 
be traced as far as thirty miles away. 
The path of the cyclone lies through a rich 
farming district and most of the buildings 
destroyed were of a substantial character. 
There ia little or no cyclone insurance on 
any of them and the loss will practically 
be total. , 


A CLOUDBURST AT WINONA. 
WINONA (Minn.,) May 1.—There was a 
terrific cloudburst here this afternoon. 
Within ten minutes 1.6 inches of rain fell, 
flooding the streets beyond all precedent. 
Numerous buildings were struck by light- 
ning, but no material damage is reported. 


TO PUNISH POLYGAMY. 


Constitutional Convention Adopts the 
Existing Act. 
4ssociated Press Leased-wite Service. 

SALT LAKE, May 1.—In the constitu- 
tional convention today the article on 
scheduled and future amendments. came 
up and Varian offered the following amend- 
ment as an addition to see. 2. “The act 
of the Governor and Legtslative Asgemb'y 
of the Territory of Utah, entitled ‘An Act 
to Punish Pclygamy and Other Kindred Or- 
fenses,’ approved February, 1892, in so far 
as the same defines and imposes penalties 
for polygamy, is hereby declared to be in 
force in the State of Utah.” 

After a long discussion the amendment 
was carried on a vote of 72 to 16.

ON WITH THE PLAY. 


The Lyceum Company Granted Per- 
mision to Produce "Trilby.” 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

DENVER, May 1.—In the United States 
Court today Judge Hallett gave McKee 
Rankin and H. L. Widner, managers of the 
Lyceum Theater, permission to put on the 
play “Trilby” as soon as they wish, and 
the first performance will be given on 
Sunday night. 

Attorney Brown, who represents Harper 
Brothers and A. M. Palmer, the owners 
of the rights of the play in this country, 
asked for a postponement of the argu- 
ment on his application for an injunction 
to restrain the Lyceum people from pro- 
ducing the play. Attorney Robinson for 
the Lyceum people objected to any more 
time being given. Judge Hallett said the 
argument would either have to proceed 
at once, or he would postpone it until 
Wednesday. Meantime there was nothing 
to prevent the Lyceum Theater from pro- 
ducing the play. 

NOT DU MAURIER’S “TRILBY.” 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Librarian Spof- 
ford said today that the old “Trilby’’ 
brought forward in the Denver infringe- 
ment suit was unlike Du Maurier's work 
‘a all save the name. The old book has

THE JURY DISAGREED. 


OSCAR WILDE MUST SsTAND 
TRIAL AGAIN. 


Justice Charles’s Instructions Lean 
in Favor of the Accused—He 
Would Have Acquitted on the 

Conspiracy Charge.

LONDON, May 1.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
In the Old Bailey Court today, Justice 
Charles summed up the case against Os- 
car Wilde and Alfred Taylor. The Justice 
in so doing said that the counsel for the 
prosecution acted wisely in withdrawing 
the charge of conspiracy brought against 
Wilde, as he would have ordered the jury 
to bring in a verdict of not guilty on that 
specification. He admitted that there was 
@ corroboration of witnesses, but the 
jury, he added, would have to weigh the 
characters of men like Parker, Wood and 
— Edward po the 
ustice’s opinion roper descr. as 

The Justice also urged the jury not to 
be influenced by Wilde's writings, saying 
that many great men had written inde- 
cently. The jury must exercise its own 
judgment as to whether Wilde’s letters 
to Lord Douglass breathed an unnatural 
passion, and he also said that the réla- 
tions between Shelly and Wilde would 
be interesting matter for the jury's judg- 
ment. The jury retired at 1:30 o'clock.

Was great extitement and extra editions 
of evening papers were bought up quickly. 
When Sir Edward Clarke, counsel for 
Wilde, asked for bail, Justice Charles 
eaid that the application must be made in 
chambers. Wilde will be tried again next 
session in the Central Criminal Court. 

Throughout the proceedin today Wilde 
was very pale. As Sir ward Clarke, 
counsel for the prisoner, left the court, 
he was heard to remark: “Truth is 
mighty and will prevail.“ There was a 
big crowd outside Old Bailey during the 
last stages of the famous trial today, but 
there was no demonstration for or against 
the prisoner upon the part of the popu- 
lace. In spite of this Wilde was kept in 
the prisoner’s room ofethe court for an 
hour after adjournment, or until the 


crowds had disappeared before was 
taken to Holloway Jail. 


A TURF SENSATION. 


The Defeat of the Gray Bill Discour- 
ages Horse-owners.

NEW TORK. May 1.— There was con- 
sternation in the ranks of the turfmen 
when the news of the defeat of the Gray 
racing bill reached this city today. Phil 
J. Dwyer,. the president of the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club. said tonight: 

“So far as I am concerned, it is the Gray 
bill or no racing. If the bill is finally de- 
feated, there will be no Brooklyn Handi- 
cap and no racing at Gravesend. The gates 
of the course will remain closed. I will 
race in this country wherever ahd when- 
ever I may do so legally. If I cannot do 
that in America, I can do it in England, 
and there I will probably go if racing is 
killed in this State.“

gin, the big California breeder, would eend 
his yearlings to England to be sold there. 


THE LOUISVILLE TRAGEDY. 


Gordon Admitted to Bail—Brown’s 

Remains Taken to Henderson.

LOUISVILLE, Ky.. May 1.—Yester- 
day’s tragedy continues the all-absorbing 
topic. Brown's remains were taken to 
Herderson, Ky., today. Gov. Brown and 
family accompanied the remains.

Gordon was buried at Cave Hill Ceme- 
tery today. 

Fuller Gordon was arraigned in court 
this morning. His attorney demanded an 
immediate trial, which was refused. He 
then asked for bail, but Judge Smith 
said that t was mot a ballable case.

ASter Judge Smith, who is only a spe- 
cial judge, refused to allow a motion for 
bail today in Gordon's case, his attorneys 
sent for Judge Thompson, the regular 
Judge of the Oty Court, who has been 
out of the city. The matter was er- 
plained to him and he decided to allow 
bail. Late this afternoon he fixed the 
amount at $3000 in each case. 


Skeptical Shipbrokers. 


NEW YORK, May 1.—Shipbrokers at 
this port seem rather skeptical concerning 
the report that the Fair wheat will be 
removed to Liverpool. direct by sea. it is 
declared that the charter of iron hulls to 
an aggregate of 58,000 tons is simply for 
the transaction of regular business. 

Though the rate has risen to 31 shillings 
for cargoes to Liverpool from San Fran- 
cisco, it will have little effect on New York 
shipping. as the rates offered will by no 
Means tempt owners to send their vessels 
around the Horn. It is said by some of 


the brokers that vessels will leave here in 
ballast for San Francisco until the rate is 


at least 45 shillings or thereabouts.

Accepted. 


The Officials at Washington 
Apprehensive. 


Guatemala Will Give Financial Sup- 
port—Honduras Will Furnish 
Troops if Needed. 


British Officers Nosing Around the 
Canal—Something About Hatch 
Who Caused the Trouble—

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The guarantee 
of payment by Nicaragua of the indemnity 
as required by Great Britain will be made 
in the amplest manner possible, so there 
appears de no further obstacle between 
the two Huntries as to the final adjust- 
ment. The guarantee will be in any one 
of several forms, as follows: 

First, the promise of the Nicaraguan 
government, which, as a government, has 
never defaulted in its obligations, is of it- 
self regarded as a guarantee. 

Second, the Bank of Nicaragua, with 
recognized standing in London, will, 
need be, give a guarantee. 

Third, the republic of Guatemala, one of 
the richest Central American states, stands 
ready to deposit £15,500 in London banks if 
Nicaragua desires the favor. 

Fourth, the Nicaragua Canal Company, 
whose word in London will be acceptable 
in the highest financial circles, will give 
either a guarantee or cash, if 

Besides these guarantees, any one of 
which is available, and ia regarded as 
ample, Nicaraguan authorities are said to 
have actual funds immediately availabie 
without calling for outside help. A 
guarantee by the Uniten States is not 
regarded as essential under the foregoing 
cirocumsetances. The final proposition aa 
now concluded between Nicaragua and 
oer Britain will therefore be as fol- 
ows: 

Great Britain agrees to immediately 
evacuate Corinto and withdraw her fleet. 
Nicaragua agrees to pay the £15,500 in 
London fifteen days from the sailing of 
the fleet from Corinto. According to 
these termé the fifteen days does not begin 
to run until the actual eailing of the 
fleet. The latter feature was insisted 
upon by Nicaragua as a means of check- 
ing popular agitation, and as a step toward 
maintaining her dignity. 

Dr. Gusman called at the State Depart- 
ment at 11 o'clock today. Up to that 
time he had 3 received official confirma- 
tion of @G Britain’s acceptance, al- 
though the -correctness of the wnofficial 
advices was not questioned. 

From the British etandpoint, the ac- 
ceptance of the compromise and the im- 
mediate evacuation of Corinto eatablishes 
the good faith of Great Britain im her 
declaration that there was no purpose of 
occupying territory. From the first, the 
British authorities have assured Ambas«a-, 
dor Bayard, and the latter has eo advised 
Secretary Gresham, that there was no pur- 
pose of aggression or of securing a foot-

hold Nicaragua. The only purpose, 
Earl Nimderiy has said, was to collect a 
debt Dy such ferce as was necessary and 
depart. 


Nicaragua, noUwithetanding these assur- 
ances, has maintained that the collection 
of $77,500 was merely a covert means of 
occupying her territory. This view has 
prevailed very widely here, even in some 
official quarters, although the policy of the 
government has been to accept the good 
faith of Great Britain’s representations. 
The withdrawal of troops from Corinto 
and the departure of the fleet not only 
ends all question of British territorial ex- 
tension in Nicaragua, but also puts at res: 
the fears entertained that the control of 
the canal route would be sericusly affected 
by the proximity of British forces. 

The affair has cost Nicaragua more than 
the original $77,500. It was necessary to 
raise 3000 extra troops at a cost of $3000 
per day. The abandonment of Corinto as 
a customs-point has also resulted in much 
logs. The disturbance to business and 
commerce is a loss whidh cannot be meas- 
ured in dollars. 

GREAT BRITAIN ACCEPTS. 

LONDON, May 1.—It is learned on good 
authority that Great Britain has agreed 
to the proposed settlement of her diepute 
with Nicaragua, if the payment of the 
indemmity is guaranteed. It is said the 
affair is practically settled. 


SEMI-OFFICIAL CONFIRMATION. 


LONDON, May 1.—The following semi- | 


official announcement was made this even- 
ing: The statement that the Salvadoran 
Minister has submitted to Great Britain 
on behalf of Nicaragua certain proposi- 
tions, is correct. The matter is now 
being considered and if reasonable secur- 
ity is given for the fulfillment of any un- 
dertaking to comply with Great Britain’s 
demands, every proposal in the matter will 
be arranged without inflicting further hu- 
miliation.’’ 

THE ATLANTA OFF TO GREYTOWN. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The Navy De- 
partment has received word from the com- 
mander of the Atlanta at Key West that 
the vessel is coaling and will sail for 
Greytown tomorrow. 

DIPLOMACY TOO MUCH FOR HIM. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—Secretary Grés- 
ham is again il!, and is confined to his 
room. Several members of the diplomatic 
corps came to the State Department today 
to see him without success. Among them 
were Sir Julian Pauncefote, the British 
Ambassador; Senor Arriggai, the Guate- 
malan representative, and Dr. Guzman.

STILL NURSING THEIR FEARS. 

WASHINGTON, May 1.—The officials ex- 
press fears that there may be a hitch in 
the Nicaragua settlement. It is said that 
the possibility of an entire failure of the 
agreement has not been passed. This view 
is based on the significant fact that no 
confirmation of Great Britain’s acceptance 
of the terms has been received at the 
State Department. British Embassy or 
Nicaraguan Legation. 

A BAD PRECEDENT. 

NEW YORK, May 1.—A special to the 
World from Guatemala says that the in- 
formation that Nicaragua had acceded to 
the demands of England was badly re- 
ceived there.

MASSILLON (O. May 1.—In accordance 
with the annual custom of miners, work 
in all the mines in Ohio was suspended 
last night, and will not be resumed until 
the Ecale now being made at Columbus is 
signed. 

The suspension is not only in the Masril- 
Jon district, but embraces the entire State. 
Tf the unorganized miners fail to respect 
the order of suspension it probably will be 
ignored elsewhere.. There are 30,000 min- 
ers directly affected. 

SCALE-MAKERS AT COLUMBUS. 

COLUMBUS (o. May 1.—Under the new 
Scale for 1895-96, to be adopted by the 
Ohio miners now in segsion here, the Ohio 
Miners’ Association, auxiliary to the United 
Mine-workers of America, met today with 
President Ratchford in the chair. The con- 
vention is called to deal with the price 
question.“ According to former agreemont, 
Ohio miners worked 9 cents lower than the 
Pittsburgh miners. The important question 
now is, shall this difference of 9 cents con- 
tinue. 

Reports read show that the men who 
stopped work in Ohio today did so by ad- 
vice of the organization officials until a 
scale is fixed. The morning was consuned 
in the appointment of committees. The 
Convention then adjourned pending the 
preparation of the credential report. The 
Gelegate from the Messenger mine in- 
formed the delegates when that part of the 
call was read recommending the stopping 
of work pending the conference as to 
Wages, that his men would continue at the 
old scale until they héard from him. 

The Massillon delegates, after the con- 
vention took a recess, held a meeting to 
consider the matter of deciding to ask 
for a 70-cent scale for Ohio, 79 to be the 
Pittsburgh rate and Ohio operators to 
hold back 10 cents to go to the support 
of striking miners at Pittsburgh, who are 
being pressed to work below the scale of 
1895. This plan is opposed by all Ohio 
operators and many miners on account 
of its being dangerously near conspiracy. 
President Ratchford said that 60 cents is 
mot enough for the Ohio miner, who, 
during the latter part of the winter, lived 
upon charity. He said that the indica- 
tions were that an advance would be 
asked, but he could not say how much. 

The first annual address of President 
Ratchford was issued today. He says that 
the Columbus convention is to determine 
whether they will force an end to the 
cruel and dishonest competition under 
which they are being ground down to the 
level of the lowest class of foreign labor. 
For the first time in the history of Ohio 
her miners are called upon to fix a rate 
for the entire bituminous field. Ratchford 
sarcastically concluded that if the miners 
of the country found their investment 
profitable last year, it will require no ar- 
gument ta cause it to be reaffirmed, but 
i, as time has clearly proven, it 
Was a wild and untimely speculation, they 
should hesitate before repeating that me- 
morabie action.

SHOT FOR COWARDICE. 


EXECUTION OF THE SECOND 
LIEUT. GALLEGO, 


He Had Surrendered Fifty Spanish 
Soldiers to the Rebels—Capt.- 
Gen. Campos and Internal 
Improvements.

HAVANA, May 1.—(By South American 
Cable.) Lieut. Gallego, who surrendered 
fifty Spanish soldiers to the rebels, and 
who was afterward arrested and turned 
over to the military authorities here, was, 
after trial by court-martial, sentenced to 
be shot. This sentence was carried out 
today in the fortress of Cabana here. 
Lieut. Valentine Gallego should not be 
confounded with Lieut. Benjamin Gallego 
of the Peninsular regiment, who was re- 
cently tried by the court-martial and shot 
at Santiago de Fuba for allowing the 
rebels to surprise him in a saloon in 
Juragua City. 

Marshal de Campos has issued a procla- 
mation in which he says that it is the 
first time in the history of his military 
life that he has known a Spanish officer 
to be executed as a coward. 

The captain-general, in order to give 
work to the unemployed and thus prevent

THE YELLOW FOE. . 

NEW YORK, May 1.—The Herald's spe- 
cial from Nassau, N. P., says that news 
has been received from Santiago de Cuba 
that the ravages of yellow fever, on which 
insurgents rely to aid them in securing in- 
dependence, are already apparent in the 
ranks of the Spanish forces. Many of the 
soldiers are daily dropping out of the 
ranks, victims of the disease. Physicians 
there predict that there will be twice the 
yellow fever this season than for many 
years. The rainy season will soon begin, 
and then the roads will become impassable, 
even for the infantry. 

NOT A PROMOTION. 

NEW YORK, May 1.—A special from 
Washington to a morning paper says that a 
statement that Lieut. Harra, who com- 
manded the Conde de Venadito, which 
fired upon the United States merchantman 
Allianca some weeks ago, has been sent to 
Havana and placed on duty in the office 
of the Marine Commandant, and that this 
designation is intended to be a promotion, 
provokes the following retort from Senor 
Dupuy de Lome, the Spanish Minister at 
Washington: Promotions in our navy go 
by strict seniority. To detail an officer 
from sea to land duty means to lose an 
important part of his pay. I may say that, 
so far as this gentleman is concerned, he 
has received from Madrid a rebuke and not 
a promotion.” 

The Venadito is not a gunboat, as she 
has been usually characterized. She is a 
second-class cruiser, a sister ship to the 
Infanta Isabella, which was here at the 
naval review two years ago. Owing to 
the temporary absence of her commander, 
Lieut. Harra was in command. 

GOMEZ DEFEATS SALCEDO: 

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.,) May 1.—Passen- 
gers on the steamer Olivette from Havana 
tonight give an account of a battle near 
Bayamo on Monday between Maximo 
Gomez, in command of 2000 insurgents, 
and 3000 Spanish troops commanded by 
Gen. Salcedo.

The Captain of the British Steamer 
is Exonerated. 

LOWESTOFT (Eng.,) May 1.—(By Atlan- 
tie Cable.) The Coroners jury which has 
deen investigating the cause of the sink- 
ing of the North German Lloyd steam- 
ship Elbe, after the collision on January

BLOODY DEEDS. 


WOULD-BE TRAEN-ROBBERS ARE 
HUNTED DOWN. 


A Hold-up Frustrated—Two Men Fa- 
tally Shot and One Injured at 
St. Joseph--Revenge Which 

Missed Its Object.

ST. JOSEPH (Mo.,) May 1.—-Two men 
fatally shot and another badly 1ojured is 
the result of a frustrated attempt to rob 
a Burlington train coming into this city. 
For some days past a gang of toughs have 
been hanging around St. George, a suburb 
of this city, and last night information was 
brought to the Burlington officials that the 
Omaha express was to be held up. William 


Maag, a hotel man, furnished the infor- 


mation, and the officers sent guards who 
frustrated the design. 

Late this evening, while Richard Rau, an 
employee of Haag, was sitting in the bar- 
room of Haag’s place, Thomas Farrell, one 
of the gang, stepped inside the door, while 
his partner, who gives the name of Dan 
Howard, watched on the outside. Farrell 
stepped up to Rau, and, without a word, 
shot him through the stomach, inflicting a 
fatal wound. As ll stepped out of the 
door he called to his partner: “I tave 
shot the wrong man,“ realizing that he bad 
failed to get Haag, who had given the in- 
formation. Several citizens who were near 
started in pursuit of the two men, who ran 
out on the railroad tracks toward the Kan- 
sas bridge. A number of shots were fired 
by both parties, but without effect. 

As the fugitives neared the bridge, ex- 
Sheriff Carson and Policeman Barry, who 
heard the , jumped into a buggy and 
gave chase, catching up with the two just 
as they were leaving the Kansas end of 
the bridge. Carson covered Howard with 
his revolver and forced him to surrender. 
Policeman Barry attempted to capture Far- 
rell, who whipped out two revolvers and 
began firing, shooting the officer through 
the arm. Then Farrell dashed into the 
weeds, followed by Barry and two other 
policemen, Frans and Shea, who had ar- 
rived by this time, and a battle ensued, 
during which over forty shots were fired. 
Farrell finally got a shot through the left 
breast, the bullet passing through his 
lungs, and he is in a dying condition. 
Farrell is supposed to hall from St. Louis, 
while Howard’s residence is, so far, un- 
known, as he r talk. 

A NIGHT EXPRESS ATTACKED. 

SPRINGFIELD u.,) May 1.—Night ex- 
press No. 3 on the Chicago and Alton 
Railroad, north-bound, was attacked about 
12 o’clock, about two miles this side of 
Carlinville, by three masked men who 
had climbed upon the platform of the 
blind baggage car, supposedly at Carlin- 
ville.

THE CHIN YUEN’S COMMANDER. 

NEW YORK, May 1.—Commander P. N. 
McGiffen, who had command of the Chi- 
nese inronclad Chin Yuen, at the battle 
of Yaloo, arrived here from Liverpool, and 
is stopping at the Astor House. Thé com- 
mander received a number of wounds in 
the fight, and is still eomewhat deaf. He 
has a tattered uniform of the Chinese 
navy which he wore on the Chin Yuen 
during the naval battle. 

He says it was a stubborn fight and 
was lost to the Chinese chiefly because they 
had no shells to use except iron ones. 
The Japanese were well supplied with 
shell, which did great execution. The 
Chinese shot passed through the enemy’s 
ships without doing any great damage. 
The commander believes: that the Chinese 
seamen are brave and ekillful, and would 
make good fighters if they could only 
trust their leaders. The Chinese gun- 
ners fired as true as the Japanese, but did 
not do so much damage on account of the 
quality of the shot. 

The commander had some very narrow 
escapes during the Yaloo battle. At one 
time he was directly in front of the mouth 
of a twelve-inch gun on his ship as the 
gunner was ewinging it into place to 
fire. He closed his eyes and waited for 
certain death. He opened them in a few 
seconds and rolled off the superstructure 
just before the n went off. 
mander carries two wounds in his ieft 
thigh and another over his abdomen from 
fragments of shell.

When mediation by the United States 
was being discussed last November by 
the authorities at Tokio and Washingion, 
President Cleveland prophesied a league of 
European powers to deprive Japan of the 
fruits of victory.

Naval Bureau Chiefs Disagree as 
to Sail-power.

‘THE CHRISTIAN STATE. 


THIRD LECTURE OF THE COURSE 
BY PROF. HERRON. 


The Social Realization of Democ- 
racy—Growing Ignorance of the 
Tariff Questio 
on a New Line. 


* 


In spite of the storm last evening Iili- 
nois Hall was fairly well filled upon the 
occasion of Prof. George D. Herron's third 
lecture. The subject was, The Christian 
State the Social Realization of Democ- 
racy,” and was handled by Prof. Herron 
in his usual able manner. The meeting 
was opened with prayer. Prof. Herron 
then rose, and for two hours held his 
audience chained in the spell of his mag- 
netic eloquence. His theme was an ideal 
socialism, but the lecturer was of a very 
different stamp from the usual ranting 
ee who declaims upon that sub- 
ect. 

The speaker commenced by declaring 
that the task of the Christian reformer was 
to discover the divine social order, rather 
than to create a new one. In speaking 
of democracy, the true form of which was 
the keynote of the lecture, the speaker as- 
serted that nothing could be more presump- 
tuous than the literature which treats of 
the triumphs or failures of democracy. 
Genuine democracy has never yet been 
tri The only triumphs are those of 
expediency, and the only chance of a pure 
democracy lies in the political realization 
of Christianity. 

America, the country which is foremost 
in vaunting self-government, is very far 
from being truly democratic, and a rystem 
of government where the lobby system far 
outnumbers the legislation cannot 
called government by the people. 

The lecturer went on to denounce party 
tyranny as being the real controlling power 
in this country, and made a stinging allu- 
sion to the open and shameless election of 
Senators and Representatives as instru- 
ments of the great corporations. The 
shame of the thing, declared the speaker, is 
not so much that the United States Sen- 
ate is merely a lobby-chamber in which the 
powerful corporations look after their 
property, but lies in the fact that the na- 
tion is so used to this order of things that 
it is not even ashamed of it. The rising 
tide of social feeling threatens to sweep 
away all political organizations, for the 
progress of real democracy cannot be 
stopped. At present, pure democracy is 
only a hope of the future. The present 
system of the legislative district prevents 
all possibility of proportional representa- 
tion, and virtually disfranchises two-thirds 
of the people. 

Prof. Herron then touched upon the 
much-vexed question of the tariff, and re- 
marked that the people of the United 
States had been elimbing over each other 
for the last five years to express them- 
selves on the tariff quéstion, with the re- 
sult that they knew no more about it 
now than at the beginning, for the reason 
that the political leaders ve been work- 
ing for the advantage of the various great 
trusts instead of that of the people. 

The speaker raised a storm of applause 
by declaring that the House of Lords in 
England never dared to defy the will of 
the people at large as the American Sen- 
ate does under the present system of lobby- 
ism. Prof. Herron then took up the social 
side of democracy which he declared to 
be of even more im than the 
political. 

The ideal democracy can be realized 
only in an economic commonwealth and 
connected with a thorough industrial re- 
form. The evils of the competitive sys- 
tem occupied the greater part of the re- 
— * of the lecture. The speaker 

k the ground that every sort of work 
done by human hands and brains denoted 
a fellowship with God in creative power, 
and that the present system of competi- 
tion distributes the work and the prod- 
ucts of the world most unjustly. Compe- 
ition is always, in the long run, the foe of 

e highest development of human life, and 
the present system gives no chance to a 
large part of society. The wage-earners 
of today are less certain of daily bread 
than were the serfs, and the constant 
grind necessary to maintain even the bar- 
est sort of an existence is fatal to indi- 
vidual development. Prol. Herron gave a 
sombre and striking picture of the sweat- 
ing system as an outcome of the mad race 
of competition, and declared that all men 
were guilty in not setting their faces like 
sons of God against this dreadful order of 
things. In relation to the evils of gigan- 
tic land speculation, the lecturer told a 
touching story of the farmers in the West- 
ern States, ground to the dust by remorse- 
less mortgages, and forced to beg for the 
means of life at the hands of moneyed 
parasites who produce nothing. 

There is only one deliverance from the 
rule of the people by property, and that 
is the rule of property by the people. 
Capital is not so much needed as co- 
operation and common sense, and it is 
high time that the political conscience of 
America should awake and organize itself 
for action. Prof. Herron concluded by 
stating that his whole speech was simply. 
preaching the gospel of Christ as applied 
to actual life and social conditions, and 
that faith in Christ was the only motive 
which could effect the realization of a 
divine social democracy. 


THEIR TRUNKS LOOTED.

LOS ANGBELBS, April 30.—(To the Dditor 
of The Times:) I have been very much 
interested in the discussion with reference 
to the individual method in our city 
schools. In fact no one can aff to be 
indifferent to the subject, as it is of vital 
interest to all our citizens. 

I doubt not that all teachers in our 
schools have found some points in the 
system that they unhesitatingly pronounce 
good, and other things that they find im- 
practicable. 

It often happens that a good thing car- 
ried to excess becomes a serious evil. 
Possibly a modified form of the individual 
system would be just what we have been 
looking for. How would it do to have 
recitations conducted as has been the cus- 
tom in the past, and thus have the free 
interchange of ideas so important to all, 
and the stimulus of comparison with what 
others are doing, but at the same time 
allow those who wish to advance more 
rapidly than the class, do so under the 
guidance and direction of the teacher. As 
soon as such a pupil has reached the 
next class let him drop his recitations in 
the lower class and recite with the more 
advanced one. 

I believe that a considerable number of 
our teachers and pupils still believe that 
a better understanding of the subjects 
pursued can be attained by the daily. reol- 
tation, and that the discipline attendant 
u such recitations is very valuable. 

G ing that the old system has been 
too , can we not allow a little more 
flexibility and still preserve the excellent 
qualities of the class drill? 

Our children are rather expensive and 
precious materials to experiment with if 
we allow the pendulum to swing too far.

INDIANS GIVE WARNING.

Martin Quinlan, an attorney, gave direct 
and positive testimony that he saw Dur- 
rant and a girl tallying exactly with the 
description of Miss Lamont, walking to- 
ward the church, and only a few yards 
distant, at 4:15 o’clock on the afternoon 
on which she disappeared. Quinlan ex- 
plained that he was waiting to keep an 
appointment with one Clarke, who corrobo- 
rated Quinlan’s statement. These wit- 
nesses furnished the sensation of the day, 
but Durrant maintained his stolid indif- 
ference during their testimony. The po- 
lice and the District Attorney are ‘confi- 
dent of a conviction, stating that they did 
not put in nearly all of their case at the 
inquest. 

Mrs. C. G. Noble, aunt of the murdered 
girl, testified as to the frequency of Dur- 
rant's visits at their house and his atten- 
tions to her niece. Durrant had proposed 
marriage to Blanche last December, but 
had been refused when the girl learned 
that he was engaged to another young 


woman. 

C. G. Noble, uncle of Blanche, testified 
that Durrant bad suggested, after her dis- 
appearance, that Blanche was probably in 
a house of ill-fame, and had offered to 
search for her among the disreputable 
houses. 

A street-car conductor and three school- 

ris identified Durrant as the man who 

4 escorted Blanche from the school, tak- 
ing the car to the point of transfer ,en 
route for her home. 

George R. King, organist of Emanuel 
Church, with evident efforts to shield Dur- 
rant, repea the story of seeing him in 
the church, sick and faint, late on the aft- 
ernoon when Blanche disappeared. 

Dr. J. S. Barrett, who performed the 
autopsy, stated that Blanche died of as- 
phyxiation.

OFFICE OF THE TIMES,

Secretary Morton has told the country 

that in his judgment silver cannot be re- 
stored to its former monetary place in the 
commerce of the world for the reason that 
the supply of silver has outgrown che de- 
mand by the four or five nations which 
may be ranked as civilized.

In spite of the severe losses which Brit- 
ishers have experienced in the United 
States, there is still a large amount of 
money there which can be secured for in- 
vestment in anything that offers fair se- 
curity. A considerable amount of British 
capital has been invested in Southern Cali- 
fornia during the past couple of years, and 
more is coming. According to the San 
Francisco Chronicle, Wendell Easton has 
gone to New York to meet representatives 
of English corporations with which he has 
been in negotiation recently, and which in- 
tend to place about $2,000,000 in California 
country lands. If occasion ‘requires, Mr. 
Easton will go to London to have personal 
interviews with the principal stockholders 
in the corporations, to whom he will pre- 
sent the various advantages offered by the 
lands of this State for remunerative invast- 
ments. Before his departure he placed 
some money in the interior for the British- 
ers. It is said that the companies inter- 
ested look to this State to recoup them- 
selves for losses made in the Argentine Re- 
public, and stand ready to place from 
$1,000,000 to $5,000,000 in California. They

and it is difficult to sell any but 


extra gilt-edged parcels, except at very 
low prices. This is gwing to the fact 
that many small growers who cannot make 
up a carload, have been sending in their 
fruit. <A fair quality of cured lemons is 
offered in Los Angeles as low as 75 cents 
a Dox. A carload was shipped from 
Duarte to Chicago recently, and / 
carload will shortly be shipped from the 
same point. Judge Ross is also about to 
ship a carload to Chicago. The dest price 
received recently for such shipments of 
first-class cured lemons was $1.50 net in 
Los Angeles. The Times’ quotation of 
$1.75 to $2 for cured lemons is rather 


above the mark than under . Only 


extra choice fruit will realize thie price. 


The object of The Times is to give the 
price at which growers can sell their 
products, mot the prices at which they 
would like to sell them. It should de 
remembered that these quotations are 
for an average quality of each product, un- 
less otherwise specifi For extra c 
grades the holder can always succeed in 
getting a little more than the market 
quotations from dealers who cater to a 
fine retail trade, while for very interir 
grades it is impossible to get even the 
lowest published quotations. 

Another fact which should be remem- 
bered by those who are inclined to criti- 
cise the published. market quotations, is 
that Los Angeles is a very difficult point 
in which to get thoroughly accurate and 
trustworthy quotations of produce, for 
the reason that there is no produce ex- 
change here, so that quotations depend 
almost entirely on the ideas of those wao 


make a specialty of dealing in certain’ 


products. In the case of some products 
there may be only two or three firms 
which handle them on a considerable scale, 
and these are able, if they choose, by com- 
bining together, to make almost any kind 
of a quotation on a product, as long as 
they do not offer less than a price at 
which it would pay to ship the article 
away. This state of affairs is unsatfs- 
factory to the dealer as well as to the 
seller. Neither one nor the other is ever 
satisfied that he has done quite as well 
as he might do on a trade. It would be 
an excellent thing for all concerned if a 
produce exchange could be organized in 
Los Angeles, which would make official 
quotations on all kinds of products that 
are handled here. The growing import- 
ance of Los Angeles’ produce trade war- 
— the establishment of such an insti- 
ution. 


Following od the advance in the price 
of wheat, petroleum and beef comes a 
big rise in the price of leather. It re- 
mains to be seen whether these cha 
are of a permanent character, or whether 
the advance is merely speculative. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

It is announced that there are already 
4000 acres planted to sugar beets at Chino, 
and the coming season’s crop is likely to 
be a very large one. Nothing further has 
deen heard in regard to the new factory 
near Anaheim, but it is understood that 
the negotiations for the bonds are almost 
concluded, and that work on the building 
will commence very soon, It is a great 
pity that the beet-sugar industry in South- 
ern California is not developed more rap- 
idly. There is room here, between Santa 
Barbara and San Diego, for a score of fac- 
tories like that of Chino. What an im- 
petus such a string of factories, each util- 
izing the product of 6000 acres of land, 
would give to this section!

THE IMPROVEMENT BONDS. 


Today and tomerrow the voters will 
be called upon te vote for or against 
the issuance of bonds to the total 
amount of $576,000. A few days ago 
The Times gave a detailed statement 
of the expense of thesg bonds to the 
taxpayers, in case they are voted. 

On Thursday the bonds for school 
nurposes are to be voted and en Friday 
the park and other bond propositions. 

Briefly stated, the bonds for the pur- 
pose of furnishing additional school ac- 
commodations amount to $306,000. 
The other bonds, which are to be voted 
upon the following day, are as follows: 
Westlake Park, S. 5.000; East Side Park, 

25,000; Elysian Park, $100,000; head- 
warks for water system, $30,000 police 
station and jail, $40,000; library build- 
ing, $50,000, 

As to the bonds for increasing the ac- 

commodations of the public schools, 
there can be nq question as to the 

necessity of providing a fund fcr that 
purpose, as at present a great many 
ehildren are unable to obtain regular 
tuition all the time, on account of the 
overcrowded condition of the public 
ahools. Even a year ago the sches 
were much overcrowded, and since 
then something like 2000 new houses 
have been built within the city, repre- 
senting an increased population of not 
less than 10,000. There will probably 
be very little opposition to the school 
bonds. —_ 

Next we come to the question of 
voting $150,000 for the enlargement 
and improvement of three of the parks. 
There is no question that fine parks 
are n great attraction to a city and 
a great advantage to the residents as a 

“ity becomes larger and the houses are 
crowded more closely together. It is 
also “wise to provide fer plenty of 

breathing ground before land within a 

reasonable distance of the business 

center becomes too valuable. These 
facts are gencially recognized bya great 
wajority of our citizens, and yet there 
is considerable doubt whether the park 
bonds will meet the approval of a ma- 
jority of the voters. In the first place 
the municipality is not very “flush” 
just at present. and $150,000 is a large 
sum of money. Then, again, the public 
mind is by no means Satisfiel that 
sufficient safecuards have been placed 
around the expenditure of this large 
sum so that the public may be as- 
sured of receiving the full value of the 
money which comes out of the city 
treasury, and upon which they will 
lave to pay interest for more than 

a generation. It seems to us that 

it would have been well for the 

Council to have prepared and placed 

before the public more definite in- 

formation on this subject for the 
henetit of the voters, as was done in 
the case of the school bonds, full 
particulars in regard to which were 
published a few days ago in The 

Times. The lack of such definite in- 
formation, the doubts existing that the 

money will be wisely expended, and 
the undeniable lack of conficence in 
some of the officials who will hive the 
handling of the expend‘ture—all these 
reasons are likely to lead to the defeat 
of these bonds on Friday. 

The proposed acquisition of the hea4- 
works for a municipal water system 
is a Very necessary move in order to 
place the city on an independent fcot- 
ing when the time comes for it to ac- 
quire the rights of the existing water 
company. At first sight $30,000 ap- 
pears to be a very liberal amount for a 
tract of land, mostly mountain and 
riverbed. the area of which is variously¢ 
gtated at from 312 to 432 acres. IF, 
however, this land, as is claimed, con- 
trols the supply of a large amount of 
pure water which cannot be contam- 
inated, it is fully worth that money to 
the city,and the city should acquire the 


land before some one else gets pos- | 


pession of it for speculative purposes. 
Another necessary improvement is 
the building of a modern and com- 
modious police station and jail in place 
of the filthy old edifice w now 
answers that purpose. The amount 
bod for this improvement bs $40,000, 
nen is none too much. and the bonds 
wil} mdoubtedly be voted. 
bt not least—is the proposed 
ue of $50,000 bonds for the purpose 
and museum 
building in Central Park. The objec 
tions which have been stated in 
with the proposed park 
ud apply also in this (a, and there 
e other objections besides, It seems 
it that portion of the (ity Hall 
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which is devoted to library purposes 
ought to answer for a few years longer. 
As to the museum feature of the propo- 
sition, it would be an excellent idea to 
have a public museum, but the citizens 
are called upon just now to vote a very 
large amount of money for necessary 
purposes, and it is likely that they will 
consider it advisuble to wait a year or 
two before spending an additional 
large amount for mummies and things. 
Then, again, there is considerable 
question as to whether Central Park 
can legally be utilized for such a pur- 
pose, Lastly, it must be frankly staied 
that the record for waste and extrava- 
cance made by the various librrry 
managements, under different adminie 
trations, has been such as to make the 
demand imperative for calling a halt.“ 
It is a very pretty whietle, but it comes 
high. 

From the foregoing it may be gath- 
ered that we believe the bonds for 
school improvements, jail and water- 
works, aggregating $376,000, will, and 
ought to be approved by the voters, 
and that the bonds for park improwve- 
ments and for a library building, ag- 
gregating $200,000, will and should be 
rejected.

it is not a forced growth, but one that 
is properly fed and nourished from 
the outside. 

Broad, rich and prosperous, that is 
what may be said of the whole of 
Southern California. In addition it is 
energetic and progressive, with large 
faith in its future as a whole, a future 
that is big with promise and that shall 
be grand with fulfilment.

Referring to a paragraph in yester- 
terday’s Times, Councilman Kingery of 
the Sewer Committee asserts that the 
entire cost of replacing 400 feet of the 
Hollenbeck sewer was only $442.50; 
that the Council did not expend $2000 
for the purpose, and that the sewer is 
now believed to be in fairly good con- 
dition. When these defects were dis 
covered and reported to the Council the 
City Engineer proceeded to take up, 
first. 200 feet, then 200 feet more, and 
in doing the work some of the joints 
of the sewer pipe were broken, to re- 
pair which increased the cost of replac- 
ing the sewer. On the other hand it 
Was stated at the last Council meeting 
that the Ys of this sewer could not be 
found, and that it would cost a very 
large sum to locate them. Mr. Kingery 
admits that contractors should be made 
to pay the city the cost of repairing 
faulty work, and says that an effcrt 
will be made by the Council to exact 
reparation from the contractors for the 
defective work in question. 


A few days ago Minister Eustis ran 
over from Paris to London and fav- 
cred a gathering of Americans in that 
city with an ultra-patriotic American 
speech in which he, figuratively speak- 
ing, waved the Stars and Stripes in a 
manner that is not so common as_ it 
might be among Americans in the 
British metropolis. Mr. Eustis was 
careful to inform his auditors that he 
had come over from Paris on purpose 
to express to them these  petricti> 
American sentiments. A brief dis 
patch from Paris credits the Figaro 
with the statement that Mr. Eustis 
will probably be a candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States at the 
next Presidential election. 


In the Blanche Lamont case at San 
Francisco yesterday the Coroner's jury 
rendered a verdict charging Theodcre 
Durrant with the murder. The strong- 
est testimony was that of Martin Quin- 
lan, who testified that on the afterncon 
of the ‘girl's disappearance, dt 4:15 
o'clock, he saw Durrant walking to 
ward the church with a young woman 
answering to the description of the La- 
mont girl. Durrant's attorneys appar- 
ently made no effort to explain away 
the testimony, preferring to reserve 
their evidence for the time when it 
will do the most good. Quinlan’s tes 
timony, when finally sifted, may not 
preve any more convincing that that 


while off the witness stand, but “fell” 
down“ when brought to the tent of a 
solemn oath and a rigid cross-examina- 
tion. . 


Senator Stewart—the “Nevada goat” 
and silver lunatic, and probably the 
most consummate bore in the United 
States Senate, if not in the whole 
United States—has nevertheless given 
President Cleveland an excoriation 
which is the liveliest contribution to 
the literature of current political curs 
edness that we have had fcr some 
‘time. Mr. Stewart's sarcasm is keen 
and penetrating; sufficiently 80, 
would seem, to pierce the hide of even 
Grover Cleveland. He doesn’t mince 
words, but calls a spade a spade, in 
elegant and incisive language. The 
skill with which Mr. Stewart handles 
the scalpel suggests the letters of “Siva,” 
an anonymous writer who-e open let- 
ters to President Cleveland exc: te 1 wide- 
spread interest soon after Mr. Cleve-° 
land's election in 1884, and again in 
1802. The identity of “Siva” has re 
mained a profound secret for all these 
years. If Senator Stewart and “Siva” 
be not one and the same writer, the 
Senator in his open letter to Grover 
has out-Sivaed Siva, and has proved 
himself capable of having written the 


famous letters published ov that 
nom de plume. 
Chauncey M. Depew, in a recent 


speech remarks that “the new novel 
came on to preach doctrines; the new 
novel came which bored ws with_ser- 
mons, and which sent us to bed with 
the headache, because of problems and | 
possibilities which threatened the dis- 
ruption of society, of the family and of 
all in which we had invested our 
hearts, cur hopes and our future. The 
closing hours of the nineteenth cen- 
tury are getting rid of those *noyels by 
ishing frantically, with outstretched 
ms and mouths wide open, to human 
nature, humble, fascmating, plain, 
common, human nature, in Trilby.“ 


The jury in the Oscar Wilde case dis- 
agreed, and another trial will be had. 
The second trial, it seems probable, 
will result in an acquittal. It looks 
very much as though the case against 
Wilde was based on spurious testi- 
mony. The judge in his charge tothe 
jury intimated that there had been 
blackmailing in the interest of the 
prosecution. Wilde is either a cruelly- 
maligned man, or one of the vilest 
f his kind. It is still too early to de 


termine in which category he should be 
placed. 


The interesting and timely. sketch 
of Nicaragua and Nicaraguan at- 
fairs which appeared in last Tuesday's 
Times, over the pen-name of “Sin Em- 
bargo.” was written by Mr. William 
Newell, formerly in the United States 
consylar service in Nicaragua, who 
has written other intelligent sketches 
of the. Southern republic for these col- 
umns. Mr. Newell is now in the serv- 
ice of The Times at Santa Barbara. 


Reports from the Japanese capital 
bring the information that the Mikado 
has had a chill.

RECOMMENDS PROHIBITING EXPEC- 
TORATION ON SIDEWALKS. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Health was held yesterday after- 
noon, all the members being present. The 
matter of taking proper precautions 
against possible invasion of smallpox was 
first considered and, after a brief discus- 
sion, the following resolution in référence 
to the matter. was adopted: 

“Whereas, in view of the fact. that 
smallpox exists in Nogales, Ariz., and 
that people are yadiating in all directions 
from that point, be it resolved, that this 
board earnestly recommends that all per- 
sons be vaccinated at the earliest possible 
moment as a precautionary measure.“

On one side it 
was argued that the heated walker would 
aid decomposition and the dissemination 
of gas in the city, which gas would other- 
wise mot be generated until the sewage 
had passed to a point outside the city. 

On the other side it was argued thal 
the het water would bave a tendency to 
dissolve the greasy matter which abounds 
in sewers and cause it to flow away. As 
this matter is favorable to the develop- 
mert of bacteria it is better K should be 
removed to where such development 
would do less damzgze. 

Health Officer Steddcm stated that he 
had made personal examinations of sew- 
ens into which ‘hot waiter is discharged in 
large quzntities. He had found that about 
such places there wen to be observed a 
strong odor of sewer gas. 

Coming ‘back to the question of whether 
it would be advisable to have a packing 
plant continue to be cperated in the city, 
or to courpel that it be removed to a point 
outside ithe city, differer'zes in opinion were 
expressed. It was urged What, if the plant 
were to remain inside the city, although 
it might cause come annoyance to resi- 
dents cf the immediate netgaborbood, yet 
it would have to be ccnducted in the doeit 
approved sanitary feshicn. Such being 
the case, the cured meat produced would 
be more wholescme thar if the plant were 
operated out of town where the sanitary 
restrictions are not close. 

It was asserted that meat which 18 
slaughtered in a country slaughter-house, 
conducted the way such places usually are, 
is likely to be rendered more or less un- 
wholesome by reasom of. the foul odors 
which ueually abound about such a place. 

Other opinions were put forth to the 
effect that the lcss in the wholesomenets 


be  —ilikely be 
caused by a slaughter and packing-house 
conducted in the best manner possible. 

It Was stated that it would probably be 
an improvement if a packing-hotse al- 
ready established were to be used only 
for the producing of meat and kindred 
substances without being used to manu- 
facture fertilizer. This material, it was 
argued,- could be made out of town. 

Some of the members stated they wished 
to ‘have time to make further investiga- 
tion on the matter and it was decided to 
postpone action on it for two weeks. 

The Health Officer spoke of the matter 
of the manufacture of and use ot shoddy“ 
for mattresses. It was stated that rags are 
gathered up from various places and in 
unsanitary conditions. These rags are? sub- 
jected to a “picking” process and are 
converted into small fragments which are 
used to make bedding. present or- 
dinance requires that no such manufactur- 
ing plant shall be carried on within 200 
feet of any schoolhouse or church. 

The Health Officer was instructed to 
enforce the ordinance, but further action 
on the matter was deferred. 

On motion of Dr. Moore the attention 
of the City Council was called to the 
sanitary necessity of having a sewer con- 
structed on West Beacon street between 
Ninth street and the sewer already con- 
structed. 

The matter of the nightly smell sup- 
posed to arise from the oil refinery was 
called up and it was stated that during 
flesta week when the plant was shut 
down there was none of the smell in ques- 
tion observed. Since then, however, the 
pe had been unpleasantly apparent 
again. 

„Health Officer Steddom said that he had 
notified the parties operating the refinery 
that they must conduct it in such a way 
as not to create a nuisance. 

It was explained that during flesta week 
the parties operating the plant had stated 
that they would put in certain improve- 
ments which they believed would do away 
with the odor. 

The board adjourned without taking 
any further action on the matter.

The Courts. 
“KID” THOMPSON, THE ALLEGED 
TRAIN-ROBBER, ON TRIAL: 

William H. Thompson, otherwise known 
as Kid“ Thompson, appeared before 
Judge Smith in Department One yesterday 
to answer to the serious charge ot having 
derailed passenger train No. 20 of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company for 
the purpose of committing robbery, at Ros- 
1 Station, on the night of February 15, 
1894. . 

He was represented by Messrs. Ben Good- 
rich, W. A. Harris and D. K. Trask, while 
Dist.-Atty. Donnell and C. C. McComas,

Owing to the fact that the penalty for 
the offense with which ‘Thompson is 
charged is either capital punishment or im- 
prisonment for life under the statute still 
in force in this State, some little difficulty 
was experienced in securing a jury which 
should prove acceptable to both sides. 
Nine jurors were, however, agreed upon 
during the morning session, and the other 
three were chosen within half an hour after 
reconvening for the afternoon session. 

The jury, as finally sworn to try the case,

H. Royce, H. C. Thomas and P. N. Trahn. 

During the remainder of the day's ses- 
sion considerable progress was made, five 
witnesses being examined on behalf of 
the prosecution, namely, Conductor George 
H. Odell, Ben Legrange, an extra fireman, 
Henry Edgar, express messenger; W. H. 
Watkins, a railway mail clerk, and J. C. 
Bertrand, a local photographer. 

The oft+told story of the second of the 
Roscoe train-robberiés was again related 
by the four witnesses who were on the 
train which was ditched. The most im- 
portant witnesses were Legrange, a fire- 
man who was riding up to Newhall on the 
engine, and Edgar, the express messenger, 
for both were brought in contact with and 
pressed into service by the two train-rob- 
bers. As the latter were masked and wore 
long overcoats and slouch hats, which com- 
pletely disguised them, neither of these 
witnesses were able to obtain any but a 
general idea of the size of the robbers, and 
future identification was, of course, well- 
nigh impossible. 

Upon cross-examination Legrange was 
forced to admit that of the men he had 
seen Etzler, from whom the detectives ob- 
tained their first clew as to the identity of 
the robbers, resembled one of the robbers 
in general appearance more than any one 
else. This was somewhat of a surprise to 
the prosecution, and Mr. McComas sought 
to offset it by calling upon Thompson to 
stand up for identification, but to this 
the defendant’s counsel vigorously objected 
upon the ground that their client was rot 
ers to furnish evidence against him- 
self, 

Edgar graphically recounted the story 
of the visit ot Ahe robbers to his car, the 
explosion of the bombs on the sill of the 
door, their entry into the car with Fire- 
man Legrange, the compulsory opening by 
himself of the safe, and the transfer from 
it to a gunny sack of several small sacks 
containing about 1200 Mexican dollars and 
$46 in American money. This sack, which 
was quite heavy, the robbers compelled the 
messenger and fireman to carry from the 
car toward their wagon, which was hidden 
in a clump of trees. When within about 
fifty feet of the wagon, the robbers ordered 
them to return to the train and assist the 
regular fireman, who had been caught and 
pinned between the cab and the boiler of 
the engine when the train was ditched. 
When they finally extricated him from his 
terrible position the fireman was dead. It 
was also found later on that an unfor- 
tunate tramp had been caught beneath tha 
road cylinder and crushed to death, unno- 
t 

The witness Edgar identified several of 
the tags picked up by the detectives along 
the trail of the robbers on the day after the 
robbery, as being the same which he had 
previously seen attached to some of the 
sacks of dollars stolen. 

Photographer Bertrand merely identified 


a photograph of Thompson, taken after his 


arrest. 

The case will be taken up again this 
morning at 10 o’clock. 

A BICYCLE THIEF SENTENCED. 

Upon motion of the District Attorney an 
information was filed in Department One 
yesterday morning, charging Charlies 
Limbs with grand larceny, he being ac- 
cused of having stolen a bicycle belong- 
ing to W. Cosby, on April 12 last. The 
defendant, a youth about 20 years of age, 
being in court, was duly arraigned, and, 
after waiving all his legal rights, entered 
his plea of guilty to the charge. Judge 
Smith thereupon sentenced him to im- 
prisonment in the State prison at San 
Quentin for the term of two years. 

THE LAMBERTON CASE SETTLED. 

The much-talked-of sensation in con- 
nection with the divorce suit of Mrs. 
Gladys L. Lamberton vs. William W. 
Lamberton failed to materialize yesterday, 
when the case was tried by Judge Van 
Dyke yesterday afternoon, the matter be- 
ing disposed of in short order, and with- 
out any contest whatever. 

It was simply shown by Mrs. Lamber- 
ton, Mr. and Mrs. W. O. Merithew, and 
Mrs. Graham that the defendant was ha- 
bitually intemperate and had deserted his 


wife, and upon this showing a decree was 


ordered by Judge Van Dyke as prayed 
for.

At 2 o'clock C. C. Bowen, Esq., appeared 
before Judge McKinley and on behalf of 
the plaintiff requested that the case, which 
had been set for trial on May 14 next, be 
taken up immediately. The motion being 
granted, Mr. Bowen stated that he had 
no evidence, and rested his case. W. P. 
Gardiner, Esq., who was present with Mr.

This being done he simply asked his client 
if he knew the contents of the complaint 
and whether the allegations therein con- 
tained were true.

Most of the time of the court was con- 
sumed with the examination of B. Dun- 
can, the husband of, agent and attorney 
for the plaintiff, who recalled himself 
and retained A. A. Montano, Esq., as 
associate counsel in order to more success- 
fully introduce his own evidence. 

After going over the story of the crea- 
tion and maintenance by the defendant 
of the alleged nuisance, B. Duncan went 
into details regarding the effect produced 
upon the health of his wife and self by 
the dumping of the earth and manure 
complained of. He created quite a sensa- 
tion by producing from one of his vest 
pockets a carefully-folded piece of paper, 
which. he offered in evidence, explaining 
that it contained samples of mucous 
from his throat, due to the nuisance com- 
plained of. The court, however, with un- 
disguised disgust declined to admit this 
exhibit in evidence, and B. Duncan there- 
upon folded it up carefully and replaced 
it in his vest pocket. 

Once started on the exhibit question, B. 
Duncan offered samples of dust from his 
house, weeds taken from the mound of 
earth complained of, and barley,which were 
admitted over the objections of the de- 
fense. 

Then the fly question cropped up, and 
the witness went into details as to the 
myriads of fly specks on the walls of 
Mrs. Duncan's kitchen and pantry. The 
propagation of these’ insect pests was also 
gone into by the versatile B. Duncan, who 
made no secret of his familiarity with the. 
subject.

RAYMOND COMMITTED FAILS TO 
RAISE MONEY. 


A Brilliant Ga Distin- 
guished New York Citizen—Re- 


garding Hedges—The New 
Electric Cars. 


PASADENA, May 1.—(Special ae 
spondence.) Raymond Comm aon 
after a strenuous effort to raise the need- 
ful $250,000, for which the bond issue was 
to be made, this afternoon made their 
fitlal report upon that proposition, and ad- 
journed subject to the call of their chair- 
man, Mr. Stanton, who today is ill in bed 
and was unable to be present at their con- 
ference. At the meeting Tuesday after- 
moon it was decided that the committee 
make a personal canvass of the town to 
interest the required capital, and that the 
report should be rende this afternoon. 
In squads of two the mittee worked 
energetically up to 4 o’clock this after- 
noon, but their success was not what they 
and the citizens generally had hoped. It 
was found utterly impossible to raise that 
amount of money at the present time, 
upon the conditions heretofore named (5 
per cent. bonds,) though it was the sense 
of the committee that had Mr. Raymond's 
proposition been that the hotel should be 
rebuilt, at a cost, when equipped, of $250,- 
000, of which sum Pasadena should con- 
tribute $100,000, secured by a first lien 
upon e property, and bearing interest 
at 5 per cent., the money could have been 
secured. There will no doubt be genuine 
regret in the community at the lack of 
success in raising the needful funds, as 
every individual citizen has a pecuniary 
interest involved in the question of the 
Raymond rebuilding, and the community 
feels that the success of the Raymond in 
the past n the success of Pasa- 
dena. It has been suggested that in case 
all other sources of financial aid should 
be found inadequate for the project, that 
the Pullman Company, the Southern Pa- 
cific Company and other corporations bene- 
fited by California travel, might be in- 
duced to put up the funds and take the 
bonds, but what Mr. Raymond’s idea of 
such a transaction would be cannot be 
learned. It was ordered by a vote of the 
committee that the secretary be instructed 
to make the formal report to Mr. Ray- 
mond and await further instructions.

A STITCH IN TIMB. 

The Street Superintendent was seen to- 
day regarding ordinances relating to 
hedges near railway tracks, and declares 
that a year ago Mrs. Kelly, owner of the 
property near which young Gilmore met 
with such a dangerous accident Tuesday 
afternoon, was notified to have the hedge 
trimmed to within four feet of the ground, 
because its height prevented a view of ap- 
proaching trains from the north. Mrs. 
Kelley consulted legal authority, and re- 
fused to trim the tall hedge, though tthe 
owner of the lot opposite entirely removed 
the hedge from his property when he 
found that it was a menace to the trav- 
eling public on account of obstructing a 
view of the track. There is a city ordi- 
nance which provides that hedges along 
street lines, adjacent to railway tracks 
shall be trimmed to within, four feet of 
the ground, but the law does not refer 
to hedges along the line of a railway and 
mot fronting upon a street, at least Su- 
perintendent Buchanan so construes it. 
There are two or three places along the 
Santa Fe tracks, where, in the interest of 
public safety, the hedges should be 
trimmed to the height of four feet. Where 
‘Marengo avenue crosses the Santa Fe 
tracks, on the property owfled by Fred 
Conant, there is a hedge ten feet high at 
least, and persons approaching the railway 
from the north are unable to see a train 
coming from the east, until almost upon 
the track. A still more dangerous point 
is the Walnut-street crossing of the track 
which is upon a steep down grade, and a 
high hedge on the Legge property front- 
mg Walnut ctreet, and another parallel 
with the track, obstructs the view, and 
the road at this point curves in such a 
way that, owing to the obstructions to 
the sight, from the direction of Raymond 
avenue, and the steep grade, the danger of 
accident is very great. The. subject of 
electric railway street crossing is naturally 
enough brought forward by the discussion 
of the danger at railway crossings. It 
has been suggested that an ordinance be 
passed by the City Council, requiring all 
slectric and horse cars to stop upon the 
near crossing, instead of the farther one, 
as is now customary, the object being to 


lessen, the danger of accidents to pedes- 
trians and others in the crowded portions 
of the city, and there is a sentiment 
that such an ordinance should be framed, 
before some such accident as that which 
happened Tuesday afternoon at the Orange 
Grove crossing of the Terminal track, 
brings the subject painfully before the 
public mind. It is the stitch in time” 
which may “save nine.“

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


CONSUMMATION OF THE VICTOR 
RESERVOIR PURCHASE. 


The Arrowhead Toll-road Case—Re- 
port of the School-Census Mar- 

shal--City Receipts—Royal 
Arch Masons. 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 1.—(Special 
Correspondence.) Today the great deal 
will be consummated and the property and 
rights of the Victor Reservoir Company 
will be turned over to the new purchasers, 
who have been for months in consultation, 
during which time they have made several 
trips to inspect the property, which they 
propose to improve, and on which they 
hope to place, within a few years, thou- 
sands of settlers. 

The last papers were signed yesterday 
at Riverside, and today at Los Angeles the 
final transfer was made, the report being 
that the Columbia Colonization Company 
pays $260,000 for the entire property, 
rights-of-way, water rights, etc., as secured 
by the Victor Reservoir Co ny. The 
new company is to take all rights and in- 
terests acquired by the old reservoir com- 
pany, and expects to purchase the Joseph 
Brown ranch at Victor, and to buy consid- 
erable property from the Hesperia com- 
pany. The plans of the syndicate include 
a dam that will make a lake several square 
miles in extent and forty feet deep. The 
climate is specially favorable for lung 
troubles, and a big hotel or sanitarium is 
part of the scheme. It also includes the 
building-up of a town on the Atlantic and 
Pacific road, and many villages will spring 
into existence when the exigencies of the 
case demand. The track of the Santa Fe 
will be taken up where it goes through the 
bed of the reservoir and narrows, and built 
around the lake to the present site of Vic- 
tor, which will receive an impetus from 
this deal that will make it the largest and 
most important city across the mountains. 

benefits of this new deal are so far- 
reaching that it is impossible to even 
guess at the results, but that they will add 
great wealth to this county, no one can 


doubt.

SCHOOL CHILDREN. 

School Census Marshal Allen bas just 
completed his report for this city.

The report shows an increase in 
the number of school children between 
5 and 17 from 1597 last year to 1755 this 
year. The details of the report are as 
follows: Children between 5 and 17, 1755; 
childrén under 5 years, 715; children at- 
tending public school, 1330; children at- 
tending private school, 83; children not 
attending school, 342; native-born children, 
2430; foreign-born children, 40; total num- 
ber of children, 2470. 

CITY RECEIPTS. 

The total réceipts for the expenses of 
the city are, for the year ending April 
1, 1895, as follows: Taxes, $30,346.92; liquor 
license, $9975; fines, $878; all other li- 
cemses, $8511.75, or a total of $49,711.92.

THE WOMAN’S PARLIAMENT OF 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


Objecting to the Term "New Wo- 
Working Up Nearer the 
Men—Caledonian Games— 
Creditors After Him. 


SANTA BARBARA, May 1.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The seventh session of 
the Woman's Parliament of Southern Call- 
fornit convened this morning in the audi- 
torlum of Grace Methodist Episcopal 
Church, with Mrs. Elmira T. Stephens of 
Los Angeles filling the presiding officsr’s 
chair, and Mrs. Mary 8. Gibson acting as 
general secretary. The session was cpened 
by prayer by Mrs. F. H. Bodkin of Goleta, 
followed by singing the hymn, “Nearer My 
God to Thee.“ 

During the roll-call Dr. Rachel F. Reed 
of Pasadena entered the parliament, and 
her appearance was the occasfon of loud 
applause. The doctor was invited to the 
platform, and again the delegates brcke 
out into applause. Dr. Reed is a lady of 
many years, and is admired for her 
womanly worth and attainments by all the 
delegates of the parliament. 

After the roll-call was concluded some 
discussion was occasioned by a delegate 
from Orange county calling attention to 
the use by the press of the phrase, new 
woman.” The delegate said that the use 
of the phrase was obnoxious to true woman- 
hood, and that it should be obliter ited, 
and that it was not proper to apply the 
term in general to women who were seek- 
ing their own advancement and the eleva- 
tion of their sex. Fortunately for the press 
no determination was arrived at by the 
pafliament as to how to suppress the use 
of the phrase. ~ 

Owing to the absence of the treasurer, 
Mrs. Lucy Blanchard of Los Angeles, who 
was formérly treasurer of the parliament, 
was invited to act in that capacity. At 
the suggestion of the president, Mrs. 
Emily G. Wright, district vice-president, 
and: Miss Susan Wade, district secretary, 
both of Santa Barbara, were invited to 
seats on the platform and made honorary 
president and secretary of this parliament's 
session. 

While the Committee on Credentials was 
reporting, a delegate raised the point of 
order on admitting delegates from organi- 
zations that were composed of males and 
females. The delegate said she supposed 
this was a woman’s parliament, and did 
not understand that men were in any sense 
a component part. President Stephens said 
that there was nothing in the constitution 
prohibiting delegates from mixed societies; 
that, in fact, the parliament was “working 
up nearer to the men.“ This remark of the 
president brought forth the query from a 
delegate, “if men could be honorary dele- 
gates.“ Mrs. Stephens, with a very sig- 
nificant. smile, answered No.“ 

The delegates seemed determined that 
the male sex should be no part or parcel of 
their’. Organization, as was evidenced by 
the empkatic manner in which they voted 
down a motion to appoint a boy in future, 
as well as a girl to act as page. Two 
of the delegates were very pronounced in 
their views on the question, and stated 
that it was not compatible with the ob- 
jects of the parliament to have any officers 
of she male sex.

"BOND ELECTION TODAY. 


THE NEED OF THE SCHOOL BOND 
MONEY. 


How the Park Bond Money Will 
be Apportioned if the Bonds 
Carry—Location of the 
Polling Places. 


The bonds proposed to be voted today 
for the erection of new echoolhouses are 


rate of 4% per cent. per annum, one- 
fortieth of which bonds are payable each 
wear. With thie money it is contemplated 
to add four rooms to the Gates-street, 
Union-avenue, Ann-street and San Pedro- 
street schoole, at an approximated cost 
of $6000 each; to erect new four-room 
buildings on Castelar street and at Azusa 
and San Pedro streets at a cost of $7000 
eich: new eight-room buildings for Lyon 
and Centre streets, State and Pennsylvania 
avenue, Westlake avenue and Eighth 
streets at a cost of $13,000 each; new thir- 
teen-room buildings for Griffin avenue, 
Temple street and Centennial avenue, 
San Julian and Seventh streets, St. James 
Park. and San Pedro and Twenty- 
eighth streets, at a cost of $17,500 each; 
new twelve-room buildings for Olive and 
Seventh streets and Sentous and Eleventh 


two rocms to the Casco-street and Sand- 
street echcols at a cost of 32500 each. 

These estimates -include architects’ 
fees, pavilions, fences, walks, plumbing 
and blackboards, all complete in every 
respect, except heating apparatus, furni- 
ture and ‘window shades. 
that the cost of heating apparatus will 
be from $15,000 to $20,000, according to 
the make and style selected. This makes 
a total of $230,500,-the difference of $75,- 
000 is the estimated cost of additional 
land necessary and the furnishing of the 
new %uildings herein specified. 

The election for tomorrow is called to

the land: $100,000 for the purchase of 245 
acres to be added to Elysian Park and 
for the improvement of the same; $25,000 
for the purchase of land to extend the 
Westlake Park lake from Seventh street 
to Ninth street, and for a roadway around 
the extension, and for the improvement of 
the land purchaser; $30,000 for the pur- 
chase of land located in the Providencia 
raneho north of the city for the location 
of headworks for a system of waterworks 
to be owned and controlled by the city of 
Los Angeles; $40,000 for the acquiring of 
land and erecting theréon of a central 
police station for the city, and $50,000 for 
the erection of a public museum and li- 
brary, which it is contemplated to erect in 
Central Park, should the bonds carry.
